STILL FIGHTING 


York Division 
Referendum 


Petitions Attacked as 


This week n petition was filed with 


Iho governor of Maine sliiling that 
certain taxpayers of the town of York 
prolesl against the petitions which 
|had been previously filed with the 
governor asking for a referendum lo 
.(he ncl passed by the lust legislature 
to divide the town of York and to or- 
ganize tho now lown of Oorges. 


The citizens presented..llih petition 


alleging several reasons why the sev- 
eral petitions 
for 
the 
referendum 


should nol 
be 
allowed 
lo 
stand. 


Among olher allegations it Is alleged 
thai in many inslanccs the signatures 
upon the petition and the petition it- 
self arc upon separate sheets of pa- 
per fastened, togelher by means of a 
clip; that the initials and not the full 
names of the petitioners are used; 
thai the depuly clerks and not clerks 
havo cerlified; thai juslices of 
Iho 


peace have signed by initials and not 
by full name; that trial justices have 
signed as justice of Ihe peace and not 
in accordance with their real title. 
And it is further alleged thai if for 
various reasons whole petitions and 
signatures upon notions are stricken 
oul as they should be in compliance 
with legal requirements, then the.pe- 
tilioners for Ihe referendum will not 
have tho full 10,000 name:: as is re- 
cpiired by law, bill a much smaller 
number. 


The governor will probably call for 


Iho evidence on Ihe mailer, and ask 
Ihe advice of Iho attorney general or 
of the supreme court as to Ihe legal 
aspccls of Ihe case. 


The petitions for a referendum have 


more than 13,000 signatures.

—May Be Wide Split With Congress 


Washington, July 17.—All doubt as 


to where President Taft stands with 
regard to the downward revision ot 
the tariff was swept away vrticn a 
statement was given out at the White 
House setting forth in detail what the 
president had to say to twenty-three 
Republican members of congress who 
called to protest against, putting raw 
materials on the free list. 


The president iu this statement de- 


clares that the Republican, party is 
committed to a downward revision; 
that he has never had any other Idea 
of the Chicago platform, and that lie 
personally has promised a downward 
revision to the people. 


This statement is interpreted iu 


some quarters here as a direct notifi- 
cation to the conferees on the tariff 
bill that if the measure they finally 
agree upon does not.constitute a ma- 
terial reduction in specific duties the 
president will exercise his power of 
veto. 


Dictated in the third person, the 


statement concludes with this final 
word as the president's attitude as 
outlined to his callers:. 


"He felt strongly the call of the 


country for a downward revision with- 
in the limits of the protective prin- 
ciple and he hoped to be able to re- 
spond to that call as he heard It, as 
well In the Interests of the party as 
of the country." 


The statement says that the tariff 


should be revised for the benefit of 
the whole country and not on section- 
al lines and intimates that hides, Iron 
ore and coal should be placed on the 
free list. 


The president's statement created 


u decided sensation among senators 
and representatives when they be- 
came acquainted with its contents. 
The president up to this time has not 
permitted himself to be quoted in con- 
nection with the tariff struggle.

frame of mind was indicated In his 
New Haven speech on June 30, how- 
ever, in which he warned ,the Repub- 
lican party that If It did not keep its
